Tue  proper  bearing  for  such — if  they  will 
honor  Ute  name  of  scholar  -to  to  hol.l 
their  judgment  in  soap  -nsion.  Most  of  the 
accepted  theoriesof  the  World  have 
offered  by  men  in  the  evening  of  life,  than 
>iay  having  been  spent  in  unremitting 
■  bought  and  toil,  trad  ere*  then  with  fear 
and  trembling,  lest  some  fact  overlooked, 
•oiuc  force  nut  taken  into  account,  should 
prove  their  theory  rrroneoua. 

llow  foolish  then  the  course  of  thorn 
aspiring  students,  who,  after  a  brief  surrey, 
dogmatically  set  forth  their  opinions  aa  re 
gar d«  a  question  yet  urn*. tiled  by  the 
world's  dee |teal  thinker-;  and  how  futile- 
before  an  audience  of  scholar* — should  be 
the  attempt  of  trim,  who,  by  moans  ot  wit 
licit  in  or  satire  endeavor*  to  bring  onn- 
tempt  up  ui  any  theory  simply  because  it  ia 
new  and  strange.
